Man continues his war on the 
‘mosquito with unabated enersy- 
There bas just been held in New 
Jersey a convention organised by 
the State Mosquito Extermin- 
ation Association, at which it 
was announced that an invention 
had been perfected by which 
scientists tracking down the ip- 
sect will hereafter escape the 
possibility of being stang whilst 
catrying out their investigations. 
This invention is in the form of 8 
trap to catch the blood-thirsty 
“gkeatoes” and is the result of 
experiments made with the dif- 
ferent secretions and excretions 
that collect on the akin of man, 
giving tise to odours which at- 
tract the mosquito. The trap is 
one in which matertals having 
these attractive odours are em- 
plosed, and it is held that by 
placing sach traps in infested 
areas e@ line will be given a3 ‘to 
the chief sources of breeding, 
and thus facilitate the exter- 
mination process.

Chinese Students’ Crusade. 


The World's Christian Students” 
Federation is ho'ding its eleventh 
annual convention at Peking, aud 
the occasion bas been seized by a 
number of Chinese bodies, inclvd- 
ing at least one women’s society, 
foran attack vpor Christianity. 
The objectors criticise religion as 
an obstacle to scfeace and pro- 
gress, and the women’s society 
even agserts thatit bas stood in 
the way of the emancipation of 
their sex. Aroong farther organ- 
jsations thet bave joined this 
strange crusade are the Chinese 
Psychological Society, the Cheo 
Yang University of Peking, Pao- 
ting University, acd the Shasi 
Society for the Study of Science, 
while the Chen Pao is prominent 
among the vernacular organs that 
have given publicity to the agita. 
tion. It is consoling to note that 
the Pehing Express (the English- 
Isngoage organ recently started 
for Chinese students) deprecates 
this exhibition of hostility; ad 
the Non-Christian Students’ 
Federation, appears to recognise 
that it bas made a mistake, as in 
ga later manifesto it declares that 
the movement is in nowige anti- 
foreign oF anti-capitelist, albeit 
the Federation reaffirms its anti- 
religious stand. Whether this 
means that its members are 
opposed to Christianity or to say 
form of religion does not clearly 
appear. In regard to Christianity. 
the objectors have concrete 
avidence that science and the 
status of women have progress } 
in Christian countries as they 
have in no other Jands, except 
perhaps in Japan, 
acquired these advantages from 
Christian countries.

Judgment in Recent Action. 

Mr. Justios Gompertz gave 
judgment in the Summary Court: 
this morning in a recent rents* 
case, in which Leung Hin-san, 60 
Connaught Road Contral, sued

Judgment was given . as 
follows:—The plaintiff's claim is 
to recover possession of so much 
of certain premises as sre “not 
occupied by the lessees, their 
families and servants, under sec- 
tion 15 of the Rents Ordinance, 
1921. ret oo 

By a notica in writing expiring 
on the last day of tha first Chinesa 
month of the current year, the 
plaintiff has purported to termin- 
ate the defendant's. tenancy of the 
premises. 

It is common ground, and there 
is of course abucdant evidence, 
that the premises aran domes- 
tic tenement onder the Or- 
dinance. It ‘is argued for 
the plaintiff that there is evidence 
of actual ocenpation only by 
twenty persons and that even if 
there were as many as forty 
persons in occupation it-is un- 
necessaty {6 retain two houses 
for their accommodation, as a 
much smaller space would be 
sufficient. The defendant is not 
entitled, says Mr. Davidson, to 
defeat the Ordinance by spreadicg 
his fokis over two houses. There 
is no doubt that these premises 
are “s building " within section 2 
sub-section (b) of the Ordinance 
and egain that they are 
used “wholly or in — part 
for human habitation.” I am 


satisfied that they are used in - 


part for the habitation of & sab- 
stantial number of persons, that 
is togay, well over twenty per- 
sons, who sre necessary for the 
carrying on of the business of the 
defendant. 

It is of course usual for Chinese 
mercantile firms to provide bous- 
ing accommodation for their 
essential steff, and, if the plain- 
tiff’s contention is given effect to, 
it would mean that a large num- 
ber of such. firms would be 
dispossessed. :
